HUNDRETH BIRTHDAY, 


Mrs, Eunice Davis, a Native of Andover 
Reached the Century Mark, last 
Friday. 


In last Sunday’s Boston [Jerald isa 
sketch of Mrs. Eunice Russ (Ames) 
Davis, a native of Andover who cele- 
brated her 100th birthday last Friday. 
Following is a portion of the sketch 
from the Herald: 

In a cosy little yellow-painted cot- 
tage at the corner of East and Wash- 
ington streets lives Dedham’s o'dest 
inhabitant, Mrs, Eunice Russ (Ames) 
Davis, whose life span today reached 
that of 100 years. 

She is.a woman with a unique his- 
tory, being the only surviving mem- 
ber of the Woman’s Anti-Slavery 
Board of Boston, and the oldesv fe- 
male Abolitionist in. the United 
States. - F 

Her father, Prince Ames, served 
during the revolutionary -war in the 
23rd regiment, and for’his valiant 
services at the Wattle of Bunker 
Hill received special recognition 
from Gen. George Washington and 
the officers under whom he served. 
He fought at Lexington and Con- 
cord also. 

Mrs. Davisis the oldest member of 
the Jamaica Plain Baptist- church, 
and the only living charter member. 
She is a direct descendant of a Nar- 
ragansett Indian chief. 

She holds membership in the Old 
South chapter, Daughters of the 
Revolution, Boston, and is proud of 
the distinction of having received 
from the National Society, D. A. R., 
Washington, D. C., a gold souvenir 
spoon, with her name engraved on 
the handle, such as are only pre- 
sented to the actual daughters of 
the revolution. 

Mrs. Davis was born in the South 
Parish, Oct. 26, 1800. Her father, 
Prince Ames, was a white man, and 
her mother, Eunice Russ, was a full- 
blooded Narragansett Indian. Her 
early life was spent in the town of 
her birth. When 18 years of age she 
was. married to Robert Amos and 
went to Lowelltolive. Herein 1825 
her husband was accidently drowned 
in the Merrimac river. 

Leaving Lowell, she came to Bos- 
ton, where she made the acquaintance 
of her second husband, John Davis, 
and they were married in 1834. He 
died in 1857. She then made her 
home with one of her sons at 
Jamaica Plain, remaining with him 
until she came to reside with her 
grani-daughter, Mrs. Mary D. How- 
ard of Dedham, some dozen years ago. 

Her family has always been a 
patriotic one and has ever been 
ready to raise a hand in the defence 
of theircountry. Besides her father, 
who served in the revolution, her 
brother, Alexander Ames, took part 
in the war of 1812. Her son, Charles 
Lb. Amos, fought in the civil war in 
the navy. Three nephews were en- 
rolled in the 57th Massachusetts reg- 
iment, and two grandsons were in 
the service in the 42d regiment, 
which was commanded by Gen. Bur- 
rill, who since the war and for a 
term of years served the people of 
Boston as street commissioner. 

In the times of the*civil war Mrs. 
Davis took an active part in the pro- 
ceedings attendant to the. abolition- 
ist movement. She was intimately 
acquainted with William Lloyd Gar- 
rison, Wendell Phillips, Theodore 
Parker and other great leaders. She 
knew thoroughly the work and meth- 
ods used to further the anti-slavery 
cause, and gave of her time and lim- 
ited means to help, to shelter, care 
for and assist to liberty fugitive 
slaves. She tells of many exciting 
incidents of those days and of once 
escaping from mob violence by craw]- 
ing through a small window in the 
hall in which a meeting was being 
held. 

Her family was also noted for its 
longevity. Her mother was 08 years 
old when she died, and an aunt, Mrs. 
Rand of Andover, lived to be over 
100 years of age.

Its Binders and Printers as narrated 


by William Waters, one of its Binders. 


In 1820, Jonathan Leavitt conducted 
the then “Seminary Bindery,” wherein, 
many books used in the ‘Theological 
Seminary at Andover, Mass., were 
bound, having first been printed at the 
printing house, at that date, of Flagg 
& Gould early printers of Andover, as 
Timothy Flagg went into business 
there i) 1818.) He’ was born in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., Noy. 4, 1792; served a 
regular apprenticeship with William 
Hilliard, known from this recommend- 
ation from Mr. Hilliard which says: 
“Mr. Timothy Flagg has served a regu- 
lar apprenticeship to the Printing busi- 
hess with the subscriber. That he has 
a thorough knowledge of the Art, and 
is justly entitled toa share ot | patron. 
age in his profession. That his habits 
of fidelity and diligence during his 
whole apprenticeship have *been such 
as to receive the confidence of his em- 
ployer. He is therefore, hereby,recom- 
mended to the confidence and patron- 
age of all who are disposed to employ 
him.” 

His partner, Abraham J. Gould, came 
first to Andover, in 1812, because Mr. 
Flagg’s apprenticeship had not quite 
expired. Mr. Flagg died, June 14, 
1833, and Mark H. Newman entered 
the firm nine months before the death 
of Mr. Flagg. Ile was the second son 
of Deacon Mark Newman, who was as- 
sistant Principal of Phillips Academy, 
1794, and became its third Principal, 
1795, occupying this position fifteen 
years. “After resigning his office in 
the Academy, he was for many years a 
bookseller and publisher -of religious 
books. He died June 15, 1859, aged 
almost eighty-seven years.” 

The VPheological Seminary at And- 
over, Mass., opened October, 1808, and 
thirty-six students received instruction 
there the first year. The instructors 
soon found the need of skilled, practi- 
cal printing facilities without the an- 
noyance and delay of sending out of 
Andover for proof-reading. Some pro- 
fessor, probably Moses Stuart, sought 
the advice of William Hillard, then 
conducting a large printing establish- 
ment in Cambridge, Mass. 

The names of Flagg and Gould, 
Hillard’s apprentices, were given, and 
thus these young men had this start in 
business in Andover, Mass., which com, 
menced in a building at the corner of 
Main and Porter streets, subsequently 
used as a store by Deacon Albert 
Abbott. War raged at this time, 
known as the War of 1812. 

Mr. Flagg and Mr. Gould were both 
members of the Cambridge Light In- 
fantry, and as this company was on 
duty at South Boston, about three 
months, in the summer of 1814, they 
were. obliged to leave their newly es- 
tablished presses for military service. 

Books used in the Seminary were 
printed in other than the English lan- 
guage, consequently the typographers 
had to know  suflicient of these lan- 
guages to set up the type and binders 
correspondingly as much to collate the 
sheets for binding. 

Naturally this brought theologians 
into both establishments, as means of 
aid in then term of study, as well as 
causing the principals of the printing 
house and bindery to make themselves

lished his Hebrew Grammar, daily 
supervised the compositors, and also as- 
sisted in the printing of the oriental 
languages, the type. for eleven of 
which, in 1821, was donated by Dr. 
Codman, known as the “Codman 
Press.” 

Flagg and Gould excelled in clear, 
clean cut type, printing in Greek, in 
1814, Cumming’s edition of the New 
Testament, which few then could do. 

In English, they printed all the first 
tracts of the American Tract Society; 
and the first temperance newspaper, 
the “Journal of Humanity”, 1829, was 
also printed in the Andover printing 
house of Flagg and Gould. Here the 
“Biblical Repository” was for a time 
printed, and alsc for forty years, the 
“Bibliotheca Sacra” edited by Pro- 
fessor Park and others, which reached 
in 1899, its fifty-sixth volume. 

This knowledge of the printing-house 
work of Flagg and Gould, succeeded by 
Gould and Newman, makes known the 
kind of work the binders did, as'they 
must have enough knowledge of lan- 
guages, othefthan their own, to place 
the printed sh®ets-into books: 

In 1822, Jonathan Leavitt had the 
offer of the “Boston Book Store” in 
New York City, and after accepting it, 
he made known his wish to sell out the 
tools and presses of the Andover Sem- 
inary Bindery, which belonged to him, 
as only the building was owned by the 
Theological Seminary. 

Ke itiah Strickland Ellis, half-brother 
of William Waters, had been a student 
at Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass., 
since 1818,:he then being twenty-five 
years old, and like many students there, 
helped to support himself, while a 
student, in Leavitt's Bindery, probably 
on the sheets in Latin and Greek, as he 
boasted often that he read Latin at 
four years of age. For this work in 
this Bindery, he had some preparation. 
While in) Newburyport, Mass. his 
native place, asa boy he was appren- 
ticed to Ebenezer Steadman, who had 
the largest Bindery there. At that 
time, many considered that that town 
would rival Boston, Mass., out and 
and out, in everything. 

Kk. 8. Ellis served out his time with 
Mr. Steadman, and from thence, went 
to Portsmouth, N. H., to do work there, 
asa journeyman. Here he attended 
the Episcopal church of which Dr. 
Burroughs was the rector, who became 
so interested in K. $. Ellis, that he in- 
duced him to prepare himself for the 
ministry, by studying with Dr. Bur- 
roughs, while he worked at his trade, 
and thus fit himself to enter a prepara- 
tory school, for the Seminary course, 
and eventually to become an Episcopal 
clergyman, 

Accordingly Kk. S. Ellis, in time, en- 
tered a school at Hampton, N. H., and 
from there, in 1818, went to Andover, 
Mass., as a student in Phillips Acad 
emy, which he was obliged to leave in 
1821, on account of too close applica- 
tion to study, causing his health to be 
impaired and forcing him* to abandon 
his purpose of becoming a preacher. 

“Next K. 8. Ellis went to Providence, 
R. I., and with Barnum Field, started 
a newspaper, called the “Independent 
Inquirer,” either as editor or assistant. 
This newspaper was to be devoted to 
the straw goods business, the then 
craze of New England. 

Straw hats and bonnets, then made 
in England, came into vogue, caused by 
a firm in Boston, Mass., importing a 
large case of them, making everybody 
desirous not only to possess one, but to 
learn how to make them. So most 
every woman in the New England 
towns had her home _ littered with 
straw, occasioned by the braiding of it 
into strips, to sew into bonnets, which 


they shaped over any old tin pail, by. 


means of ahot iron and a wet cloth; 
as in those days of economy, any 
utensil was ever brought into use, for 
more than one purpose. 

But like any craze straw” braiding 
died out, and so did the newspaper on 
its production die, in one year, and in 
1822, K. 8. Ellis was back in Andover, 
and his name is on the list of that town 
for tax that year, and he considering 
that with all this preparation he was 
quite competent to buy out Jonathan 


Leavitt, and run the Seminary Bindery 


himself, in’ consequence, made that 
gentlemen an offer, and it was accepted, 

One of the apprentices of Mr. Leavitt 
was Hiram Griflin, who had just fin- 
ished his trade, and was thus ready for 
a business start. K. S. Ellis wanted a 
partner and made it known to Mr. 
Griffin, and a partnership was formed 
under the firm name of Ellis and 
Griflin. Ellis, twenty-nine years old, 
with experience, Griffin twenty-one 
years old, without experience, 

Ellis and Griffin had four appren- 
tices, Charles Morse, Asa Shipman (son 
of Degrass Shipman who came to And- 
over in 1813, from Connecticut,) Henry 
Griffin, (brother of Hiram,) and Wil- 
liam Waters, aged fourteen years, 
half brother of K. S. Ellis, as his pa- 
rents were Capt. Matthew Strickland 
Ellis and his wife Rachel Remick, and 
the parents of William Waters were 
Edwardfimothy Walters, alias Waters 
in America, an Englishman, and widow 
Richel (Remick) Ellis, Edward — T. 
Waters being “imported labor,” for 
Ebenezer Stedman, aforesaid, who de- 
s'red to add blank book binding’to his 
bindery. He found no one capable 


| for this department, either in Boston 


or New York, therefore, in 1798, he 
sent to London, England, for a person 
wio could” establish =a blank-book 
bindery, as then all ledgers, day-books, 
journals and any style of blank book 


| was imported from England. 


Edward Timothy Walters, (alias 
Waters in) Newburyport, Mass.) ac- 
cepted the offer made by Mr. Stedman, 
and came in the ship “Merchant,” in 
1798, and. was thus “imported labor,” 
and the first) blank-book binder in 
America and Mr. Stedman the first to 
have a blank-book bindery. 

In apprenticing a boy the master 
promised the apprentice, “good and suf- 
ficient meat and lodging in sickness and 


| health during said term,” and to pay, 


says one indenture, “thirty-five dollars 
for each year that said apprentice shall 
conduct himself as a faithful ap- 
prentice,” 

K. 3, Ellis could board his appren- 
tices, as he had a home, having been 
married, in Providence, R. L, to Abby 
Willianis, daughter of Capt. Jason Wil- 
liams, of that place, 

In 1882, nine months before the 
death of Timothy Flagg, Mark H. 
Newman, a graduate of Bowdoin Col- 
lege, enteved the firm of Flagg and 
Gould, under the firm name of Flagg, 
Gould and Newman. Mr. Gould’ was 
for twenty-three years, deacon of the 
South Church of Andover, and his part- 
ners were Members of that church, of 
whom a_ historian writes, “they re- 
garded their printing press a trust, to 
be used forthe service of their religious 
and theological faith.” - 

All trade was turning to New York 
city, rather than to Boston, and many 
desired to turn with it, among them 
Hiram Griftin, ambitious for extreme 
success. He had conceived the-idea of 
a good business, ir? book-binders’ sup- 
plies, and-of New York as its place for 
a start, therefore he dissolved partner- 
ship with 8. K. Ellis, and went to New 
York, date unknown to the writer, and 
opened a store for- book binders’ sup- 
plies, a success from the commence 
ment to date 1899, as H. Griffin’s. Sons, 
Book Binders Supplies. For when Mr. 
Hiram Griflin’s sons, Payson and 
George, were of suitable age to become 
partners with their father, the: firm” 
changed as aforesaid, 

Kk. S. Ellis conducted the “Seminary 
Bindery” alone, until 1836, when he 
offered to sell out. to his half-brother, 
Willian Waters, that he might, with all 
the others, go to New York. 

William Waters finished his. trade in 
1835, received his “freedom suit,’ and 
one hundred dollars in money. With 
this, he went to Raleigh, North 
Carolina, where he had accepted that 
“Government Bindery,” owned by 
Turner and Hughes, doing only work 
for that state. 

This bindery, William Waters con- 
ducted with so much success, and had 
made himself, with his New England 
ways of close attention to business, and 
church work, so popular, with the citi- 
zens of Raleigh, that when it became 
known that an offer had been made 
him to take charge of the Andover 
Seminary Bindery, Gov. Swan or Swain, 
then governor of the state of North 
Carolina, called on Mr. Waters, and 
tried, in many ways, to induce him to 
remain. Turner and Hughes, also 
made Mr. Waters very favorable offers 
to continue, 

But his successful charge of the 
Raleigh Bindery, caused Mr. Waters to 
feel that he was quite equal to conduct 
the Andover one, so in 1836, William 
Waters became owner of all the presses 
and tools and stock of the Seminary 
Bindery, and K. 8. Ellis went to New 
York, and opened a bindery on Nassau 
street, with Asa Lyon Shipman as part- 
ner. 

Subsequently, A. L. Shipman dis- 
solved partnership with Mr. Ellis, and 
went into businsss for himself, which 
in 1899, continues, as Asa L. Shipman’s 
Sons. 

The apprentices of William Waters 
were: Thomas Moore, Charles Allen 
(son of Allen, the printer of Andover of 
the firm of Allen, Morrill and Ward- 
well,) James Ingraham. Shipman, ever 
known as Asa Shipman’s brother,) and 
one other name not. recalled by Mr. 
Waters, as he did not serve out his 
time, and another hand was needed, 

One day in 1838, a young man aged 
twenty-three years, looking for work, 
as a journeyman, having worked for 
Zias Camp, in New York City, and 
John I. Brown of Providence, R. L, 
came to Andover, and had his steps di- 
rected to the Seminary Bindery. Mr. 
Waters well liked his appearance, and 
gave him work, and he remained there 
six months. That man was John Ward 
Dean, the after successful editor, for 
forty years_of the “New England His- 
torical and Genealogical Register.” 

William) Waters did not marry until 
1839, when Harriot Driver, sister of 
Catharine, wife of Ebenezer Buswell, 
then of Andover, Mass., and daughter 
of Stephen and Ruth (Metcalfe) Driver 
of Salem, Mass. became his wife. 
Soon after Mr. Waters’ marriage, in 
1839, one night, the Seminary Bindery 
took fire, from some ‘cause not posi- 
tively known, only conjectured, and 
being of wood, and the “fire-steamer,” 
for putting out fires, being very old, 
and of poor quality, the building 
burned to the ground, everything in it 
a total loss, 

The Seminary had the building fully 
insured, but the insurance Mr. Waters 
held, covered not three fourths of his 
estimated value of presses, tools and 
sheets. The Seminary rebuilt the 
bindery and Mr. Waters resumed busi- 
ness, with new presses and tools, but 
his lost sheets could never be replaced, 
nor the manuscripts, one of which, with 
regret, he has ever mentioned, all his 
long life, that of a book of prose and 
poems, which he was bindiug for the 
author and owner, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Phelps, wife of Professor Phelps, 
mother of Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, the

In #841, Gould and Newman, 
printers. of Andover’s printing house, 
for the seminary, dissolved partnership 
and Mark H. Newinan (son of Deacon 
Mark Newman, the second President, 
or Superintendent of Phillips Academy 
of Andover, Mass., for fifteen years), 
went also to New York City, in the 
wake. of all the others, taking with him 
all the publications; and their succes- 
sors; Allen, Morrill and. Wardwell 
priyting an entirely different class of 


Work, which the presses and tools of 


William Waters would not do, he felt 
obliged to sell out, and to remove to 
Boston, where he could use his presses 
and tools, rather than again buy new 
for the work of Allen, Morrill and 
Wardwell. 

In 1845, the Lemon Brothers bought 
out William Waters, who removed to 
Boston, and there took a bindery, 


man. ‘This change in the proprietors 
of the Printing-House, made a change 
in the men employed, as Joseph S. 
HTolt, an apprentice of Flagg and 
Gould, was with the printers, Gould 
and Newman, from the time William 
Waters was'an apprentice of K. S, 
Ellis, but Mr. Holt went to New York, 
and took a position as employe of the 
American Bible Society there, when 
the printers changed in partnership. 

In 1847, William Waters went to 
New York and opened a bindery on 
Ann street, but subsequently accepted 
the conducting of the bindery of the 
American Bible Society, in which 
Joseph S. Holt had charge of their 
“Depository,” and there remained un- 
til Mr. Holt’s return to Andover. 

Again K. S. Ellis called on his half- 
brother to come to his aid, this time in 
about 1859, as a partner, and his 
health was in such a condition that he 
was pearly past attending to work, so 
William Waters left the American 
Bible Society bindery and entered into 
partnership with his half-brother, under 
firm name of Ellis, Waters and Starr. 

In 1861, that bindery was burned 
down, and as Mr. Ellis was dead, Mr. 
Waters did not resume business with 
the partner, Daniel Starr, but opened 
abindery on Ann street for himself, 
and after several removals, when his 
son was of age to enter business, the 
firm became William Waters acd Son, 
and so is, but William Waters has be- 
come unable to attend to any part of it, 
on account of his age. He was born 
July 13, 1813. 

Samuel Morrill, of Allen, Morrill 
and Wardwell, invented a printer's ink, 
and he also turned to New York, 
where in 1899, his successors are 
known, through his son George, as the 
firm of George H, Morrill and Co., 
Inks, and his printers were succeeded 
by John D. Flagg, son of the first pro- 
prietor, and in 1854, Warren F. 
Draper bought J. D. Flagg and 
is still, 1899,engaged in the publica- 
tion of theological and educational 
works, 

In 1848, the Lemon Brothers sold 
the Seminary Bindery out to Charles 
B. Clark, who there continued until 
1854, when he removed to Boston, and 
in this removal that bindery ceased to 
exist so faras known to the narrator, 
though itis believed to have continued 
a few years longer, when it was sold 
andremoved to another site, and used 
as a dwelling house. 

Whether any virtue existed in the 
start of a business career in said Sem- 
inary Bindery, be it known, that all 
who started there, became successful 
business men, houored, loved and re- 
spected by all who knew them, to 
whose memory this little history is of- 
fered asa tribute.

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The Voter’s Duty. 


Certainly the first duty is to vote. 
The “how” of it is a more difficult 
proposition than the “why” of it, and 
upon its proper solution men always 
have, and always will, disagree. There 
has probably never been an election 
when the-problem appeared to have so 
many complexities as are found in the 
present one. Life long partizans are 
forming new party ties, or mapping out 
independent courses of action, each to 


suit his own particular views, Papers 
and magazines are filled with long 
treatises on the party boss and the 


party machinery in elections, but we 
believe that after all the results are de- 
termined by the. independent, honest 
thinking voter. One of the greatest 
evils in our present political system is 
the evil of trading and most*of the evils 
may be classed under that head. It 
begins in the caucus where the ward 
room is filled with the heelers of some 
particular minor oftice aspirant. He 
needs a few more votes to carry his 
point; a candidate for some more im- 
portant oflice has a few friends there to 
look after his interests; he swaps his 
votes for his friend’s crowd and both 
carry their point on a caucus delega- 
tion. 

The next move comes. in 
vention, well illustrated in the last 
county convention, By our present 
caucus system of choosing convention 
delegates, it is possible to send but one 
delegation to any convention from any 
town. This delegation went there to 
choose candidates for county treasurer 
and county commissioner. = Lynn had 
a candidate for county treasurer to 
whom the delegates from that city 
were pledged, without any thought of 
the other office. Other cities and 
towns had pledged delegations to dif- 
ferent candidates for county commis. 
sioner. 

Gloucester and Lawrence have long 
wanted something and Lynn held the 
balance of power. To each, Lynn 
swapped her delegates, pledged for a 
treasurer preference alone, and in re- 
turn received from each, votes to help 
her candidate for treasurer, Of course 
it didn’t matter that the goods which 
Lynn finally delivered were of no avail 
in advancing the interests of either 
Lawrence or Gloucester, (as Haverhill 
had traded = for enough from other 
sources to beat all three) other years 
were Coming and other oftices too, and 
the premises are supposed to be gocd 
until paid. The result is a good official 
overthrown and county polities in 
worse repute than ever. 

The next step in the trade is on 
election day. A weak candidate for 
office says to a strong one with a close 
fight on his hands, “unless you bring 
your men in line for me, my men will 
cut you on election day.” The man 
with a close fight is aroused, “party 
duty” and “party harmony” is preached 
from the house tops, and the dogs of 
war lie down in peace together, Trade, 
trade, trade! From: the tirst announce- 
ment of a candidacy to the last ballot 
on election day, and who can name any 
other remedy than the independent, 
fearless voter who insists that every 
man shall stand on his own footing. 

If for a national office, then the 
principles he supports should outweigh 
the personality of the candidate him- 
self. If fora local office where issues 
are to be met as they arise, then 
personality should outweigh any parti- 
aan estimate of a candidate, 

The voter's duty was never so clearly 
detined for such a weighmg of each 
candidate’s fitness for each particular 
oftice as it is this year. The test 
should be made for each oftiee by 
itself, weighing principles where a 
nation’s policy is at stake, weighing 
men where the issue is purely local. 
The result next Tuesday, if every 
voter does his duty along such lines as 
these, will be a long stride toward 
better government in nation, state and 
town.

STREET RAILWAY QUESTION 


fluences Trying to Adjust Trouble. 


The street railway problem has a new 
interest this week, from the long confer- 
ence last ‘Tuesday between the selectmen 
and Manager Sullivan of theL. L. & H. 
road. The result of that conference is 
shown in a letter which has been re- 
ceived by Senator Currier, who has for 
several weeks been actively at work to 
have the difficulties between the roads 
so adjusted that the best interests of the 
town could be served. That his inter- 
est is bound to be of great aid tothe 
selectmen in their difficult problem, is 
assured by the. progress which the ac- 
companying report shows. In an inter- 
view this morning, however, Senator 
Currier states that it does not seem to 
him that the statement of the L. L. & 
H. officials is satisfactory. His wish is 
for the road to express its consent to 
have the Railroad Commissioners arbi- 
trate the question, as the Reading road 
publicly stated they would do at the 
hearing in October. 

The following correspondence tells its 
own story: 


Boston, Mass., November Ist, 1900 

Hon. Guy W. Currier, Lawrence, Mass. 
Dear Sir :— 

Yours of the 31st ultimo received, 
and contents duly noted. 1 note parti- 
cularly the following, and will reply ac- 
cordingly: 

“ The-Lowell and Haverhill Street 
Railway Company is a quasi-public 
corporation, and as such is under 
obligations to reasonably serve the 
public.” 

““What does said Company offer to 
the citizens of Andover, looking toa 
solution of the Street Railway prob- 
lem in that Town, a condition made 
by two (2) Street Railway Com- 
panies ?”’ 

‘If you have no satisfactory solu- 
tion to offer, is your Company  will- 
ing to submit the whole question to 
the Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers of this Commonwealth, and to 
abide by the decision of said 
Board ?’’ 


The Lowell-Lawrence and Haverhill 
Street Railway Company agrees fully 
with your proposition above quoted. 
Said Company is under obligations to 
furnish reasonable accomodations to the 
public, and in a reasonable manner. The 
situation in Andover, however, is more 
than a matter of public accomodation, 
it is also an attempt by interested par- 
ies to use the Lowell-Lawrence and 
Haverhili Street Railway Company for 
the purpose of aiding franchise-traf- 
tickers to sell their franchises, and not 
only to sell the same, but to sell them 
to the Company which they wish to 
have aid them. 

The Lowell-Lawrence and Haverhill 
Street Railway Company is, so far as I 
am informed, the only Company which 
has offered a satisfactory solution, and 
with the least public inconvenience. 
It was represented to said Company that 
a nuisance existed at the termination of 
the tracks of both Companies at And- 
over, and further, that the people of 
Andover desire to ride between the 
Square in that Town and Reading for 
ten cents (10c). It was suggested to the 
Company that if a Waiting Room were 
erected at or near Lewis’ Corner, .s0- 
called, and if the Lowell-Lawrence and 
Haverhill Street Railway Company ex- 
tended its tracks to said-Waiting Room, 
and that if both Companies exchanged 


| transfers, 


both’ causes of complaint 
woula be reasonably removed, and that 
thereby no additional tracks would be 
required. The representatives of the 
Lowell-Lawrence and Haverhill Street 
Railway Company agreed to both sug- 
gestions, and so informed the Selectmen 
of Andover. 

Inasmuch as we consider the foregoing 
a satisfactory solution, there appears at | 
the present time no good reason why the 
whole question should be specially sub- 
mitted to the Railroad Commissioners, 
and particularly in view of the fact that 
said question will naturally come before 
the Board at the time of the hearing 
which will be held before said Board 
upon the petition of the abutting owners 
of the property on Main Street, Andover. 
At said hearing. the Lowell-Lawrence 
and Haverhill Street Railway Company 
will be present to aid the Board in solv- 
sng the problem, and in an endeavor to 
accommodate the people of Andover. 

In yours aboye mentioned you do not 
state whether you have communicated 
with the New York. parties who own 
and control the other Company, which 
Company is a party to the present situa- 
tion of Andever. If not, it seems in all 
fairness as if you should, If you have I 
will be pleased to be informed of the re- 
sult, and beg to assure you that the 
Lowell-Lawrence and Haverhill Street 
Railway Company will be pleased to co- 
operate with you in an earnest endeavor 
to accommodate your constituents.

Prof. Hart was the next speaker and 
he was introduced as one who be,ieved 
in expansion through his education. He 
said that it was impossible to under- 
stand why there was such a sharp con- 
test this year; that there was less 
need for a change than for many years, 
The prosperity of the country for the 
past four years had been great.

The Senatorial Question. 


Editor of the Townsinan: 


I notice that there is considerable dis- 
cussion in town over the matter of a 
State Senator from this district. The 
question seems to come down to the sup} 
port of a man because he is a regular re- 
publican nominee or the support of a 
man because he is well fitted for the 
oftice. 

I was greatly impressed by an article 
inthe Atlantic slonthly of September 
on “American Boss’ by Frances C. 
Lowell, and I wish that every citizen of 
Andover could read that article. 1 was 
particularly struck with one passage 
which seems to strike the present case 
exactly: 1t says 

“After civil service reform the 

most effective method of weakening 
the boss is to separate as far as pos- 
sible local election from national. 
This will encourage independent 
voting in its best sense, that is 
local voting independent of really 
irrelevant, National issues. The 
partisanship truly reprehensible 
does not consist in voting for the 
party’s ¢andidate in elections when 
partisan principles are involved, but 
in voting for a candidate labelled 
with the name in an election wholly 
unconcerned with partisan prin- 
ciples.’’, 

This Senator-ship contest. seems to me 
to be acase such as the author has in 
mind in the above. Here is a man 
named for Senator whose sole claim to 
the office, as I am told he himself ex- 
pressed it in our Town Hall this week, 
is that he is the regular party nominee. 
There is not a single question of party 
policy or party principles at stake, the 
possibility of a democrat doing any in- 
jury in a National Senatorial election 
being too remote to be worthy of con- 
sideraticn, 

His opponent is one of the leading 
business men of Lawrence, to be sure 
labelled ‘*democratic,’’ but so will our 
honored townsman, Mr. Jenkins be; and, 
will any Andover republican bow to the 
will of a County boss and vote against 
our townsman because he is thus la- 
belled?

In 1898, the total number of voters 
was 1211, Precinct 1, 1015; Precinct 2, 
196. In 1899, last year, there was a fall- 
ing off and only 1159 names were upon 
the voting list, 962 in Precinct 1, and 
197 in Precinct 2. 

The voting lists were posted today 
and ‘Town Clerk Marland suggests that 
every voter see that his name is on the 
list in proper shape.

A Ghastly Discovery 


While engaged in digging out the 
earth beneath tre oid ouil.ing on Com- 
mon street once Known as fhe Bangor 
house, the workmen unearthed what 
stemed to be human bones evedently 
a.portion of an arm and leg. This is 
the second find that was made, as Sat- 
urday what appeared to be a portion of 
a leg was unearthed, but no attention 
Was paid to it, and it was cast into the 
dump with the other refuse. Yesterday 
however, when more bones were found 
the matter took on an interesting as- 
pect and the matter was reported t9 
Mr. Reardon who is having the work 
done. 

The place where the bones wer? 
found is beneath the corner of the 
building next to the street. There is. no 
cellar here and probably never has 
been one, They were found three or four 
feet below the street level, embedded in 
a white substance, apparently lime, 
Which was about a foot and a half deep 
in this place. How this lime came to be 
here ahd how tg bones came to be ip 
this lime, is as yet unsolved. 

The huilging which is situated’ be- 
tween ‘Newbury and Jackson streets on 
Common street is now owned by. Timo- 
thy Reardon who.is remodelling it. It 


was first erected back in the 50’s, and 
occupied as a tavern, be known as 
the Bangor House. This name was giv- 
en jt because the frame came _ from 


Bangor, ‘Me. It was a celebrated place 
in the early days of the city, because 
of the unenviable reputation it had as 
a-resort for the tough element of the 
time. It occupied a conspicuous place in 
the famous “No Nothing” riot in this 
city somewhere during the 50's, having 
had most of its windows smashed on 
that occasion, It was from the adjoin- 
ing house that Billie Hickey fired the 
two shots into the parade on that ec- 


casion. The building was once burned 
down and rebuilt again. 
The lime in which the bones was 


found has not all been dug out as yet, 
but no more bones have been found. It 
is possible that these bunes were those 
of an’animal and not of a human being 
Was at first supposed. Even should 
they prove to be human bones, it is no. 
likely that anything more can be dis- 
covered to solve the mystery as to how 
they came there, as they have appar-

Sick Soldier. 

Jeremiah Reardon of Co. K, 48rd U. 
S. infantry, has arrived at his home in 
this city after an absence of nearly a 
year in the Philippines. He is greatiy 
broken in health and is still suffering 
with malarial fever. 

Reardon was in several engagements 
with the Filipinos and his discharge 
gives him a splendid record as a soldier. 
teveral months ago he was stricken 
with fever and had beeén in the hospital 
until his cCischarge at the Presidio Cai- 
ifornia, Oct. 2 

Reardon made the trip across the 
continent alone and he says it was the 
hardest journey he ever made. He felt 
at times that he would not live to get 
home. He was completely exhausted 
when he arrived at the home of his fa- 
ther, John Reardon, the well known 
driver for Byron Truell & Co. 

The invalil soldier is in good hands 
now and will probably be nursed to 
strength again soon. Since he was at- 
tacked with fever he has been reduced 
in weight from 150 pounds to 95 pounds. 

Reardon was in action at Calbalayan, 
Samal, P. I. on Jan. 27, and he also par- 
ticipated- in the fight at Burnaheyte, 
April 26. He went on the LeBay expe- 
dition in April. He was never. wounded 
but an attack of fever {incapacitated 
him for service. ‘‘Honest and faithful” 
is his record as a soldier, according to 
his discharge papers. 

He spent the greater part of his ser- 
vice on the islands of Samar and Leyte. 
He told a reporter’ Wednesday morn- 
ing that when he left the islands in Au- 
gust the condition of affairs was 
“something awful.’ He said that the 
troops frequently go off “hiking” with 
30 days’ rations and sometimes do not 
get back fer 40 and 60 days, suffering 
greatly because of a lack of food. 

Rear’on was with James Leary of 
Lawrence. when he was shot below the 
eye April 27. He says Leary is now on 
his way home. The rebel bullet passed 
through Leary’s head and it was mirac- 
ulous that he escaped with his life. His 
jaw has stiffened that he cannot 
open his mouth wide. 

George Norris, another Lawrence sol- 
djer, is now at the Presidio, Caf.

This pas- 
sage between the two streets will be 
found useful to those who have occa- 
sion to travel this way as it will cut off 
about 100 yards of the distance which 
it was necessary to walk before. There 
are 40 steps in the passage, with a 
landing at every six or seven steps. At 
each landing the passageway makes a 
turn. The way, although now open to 
nublic travel has not yet been given to 
the town, although this may be done 
eventually, if the nublic show that it is 
appreciated enough to be taken care of.

The Farmers 
have decided to accept an invitation to 
go to Haverhill Friday night to take 
part in the parade there. The town 
committee will furnish the music and 
a special car for the trip to that city. 
No other date previous to election could 
be found for a parade in this town. 
Wednesday night the Farmers go to 
Lowell to take part in the parade in 
that city. The members of the club 
will meet at ‘Waghingten square at 7 


o'clock Wednesday night. They will 
procee? to Lowell either bv special 
electric car or by barge. Th's has not 


yet been decided.

METHUEN RALLY. 


The ‘Methuen town hall was well filled 
Tuesday night by Republican enthusi- 
asts who had come out to attend the 
rally. ‘The gallery was filled with la- 
dies, while the men occupied the body 
of the hall, The speakers for the even- 
ing were Representative Schofield of 
Malden and Congressman Knox. ‘Archie 
N. Frost made a few brief remarks, as 
did also Mr. Buswell, who presided. 
Previous to the raliy Mr. Schotield was 
met at the Franklin house in Law- 
rence by the members of the town com- 
mittee, and driven to the Methuen line. 
From here the Methuen Farmers Cam- 
paign club, Arlington Mills Rough Rid- 
ers, and a mounted escort headed by 
Joseph N. Sargent escorted the speaker 
to the town hall. The Eighth Regi- 
mental Drum corps furnished the mu- 
sic. The members cf Mr. Sargent’s 
staff were chief of staff, Harry E. 
Brown; aids, Thomas D. Gall, R. S. 
Brown, S. W. Young, Henry Lea, Jr., 
J. M. Graham, F. W. Bodwell, G. E. 
Crosby, C. T. Adam, George Pedlar, 
and Wiliam Bower, George Frederick 
and Everett Richards. After the arriv- 
al at the hall a brief reception was held 
in the selectmen’s rooms. 

The meeting was calied to order at 
8.20 o’clock by Selwin A, ‘Dodge, chair- 
man of the Republican town commit- 
tee who introduced Representative 
Joseph E. Buswell as the presiding of- 
ficer for the evening. (Mr. Buswell ex- 
pressed his pleasure at see ng so many 
present who wished to learn more of 
the position of the Republican pariy on 
the great questions of the day. He 
touched briefly upon the various issues, 
showing that the stand the Republican: 
were taking was the only right one. He 
then introduced Representative Scho- 
field of Malden. Mr. Schofield is a 
forceful speaker and held the attention 
of the audience during hs discourse. 
He was heartily applauded at times. 
He expressed p.easure at being able tuo 
come to Methuen to address the peope, 
and paid a high tribute to Mr. Buswell 
with whom he was associated in the 
state legislature. Mr. Schofield stated 
his belief in the policy of the adminis- 
tration, both in its foreign and dumest.c 
relations. ‘He did not bel.eve that the 
policies which Bryan marked ott 
would benefit the country. Moreover, 
the men which Bryan would have as- 
sociated. with him, Altgela, Tiilman, 
and Croker were not men to be trusted 
by the people for sincerity of purpose. 
He could not see that Bryan had any- 
thing to offer in regard to the Philip- 
pine question that would svlve_ the 
problem, nor did he offer any solution 
of the trust problem worthy of heeding. 
He discussed the Democratic platform 
quite thoroughly and showed that it 
was either insincere, from the experi- 
ences of the past, or that it was revu- 
lutionary in its tendencies and should 
be looked upon with suspicion. 

At the close of his remarks, Archie 
N. Frost was called upon, and made a 
few brief remarks. He was followed 
by Congressman William S, Knox, who 
had entered during the time Mr. Scso- 
field was speaking. ‘Mr. Knox was 
greeted with loud and prolonged ap- 
plause. He took the occasion to thank 
the (Methuen people for the support 
which they had given him, which he 
said would not be forgotten. ‘Contin- 
uing, he said in part: 

‘““‘We are now engaged in deciding im- 
portant national problems, The Dem- 
ocratic party is always wanting to 
change something. The currency is 
too sound; the business is too gvod; 
men are too well em-loyed. There is 
too much prosperity to suit them. It 
is not in accordance with good old 
democratic times to have such good 
times (laughter)). Never has the Dem- 
ocratic party brought other than bad 
times when in power. 

“It is very fortunate that the Demo- 
cratic and the Republican parties can 
agree on something. In 1892 they agreed 
that the country was prosperous; but 
the Democrats sought a change. Thev 
said they could make {it more prosper- 
ous. It took the country at the height 
of its prosperity with Grover Cleve- 
land, an able man, surrounded by able 
advisors in charge of the national af- 
fairs. In 1896, after four years of ad- 
ministration, it was agreed that there 
was no time in which the country was 
so unprosperous. In 1896 the Republi- 
can party took the country at a time of 
greatest depression and brought it out 
a prosperous nation.” 

Continuing, he showed that the Re- 
publican party had dealt with all ques- 
tions that had come up in a most suc- 
cessful style. ‘He traced the past atti- 
tude of the Democratic party on _ the 
trust question and showed that this 
party had always put itself in opposi- 
tion to any plan to control them. He 
showed that whatever legislation had 
been enacted against trusts, it had been 
by the Republican party. He showed 
conclusively that if anything was to be 
done to correct the trust evil, {t would 
have to come through the Republican 
party. He ended with a strong apneal 
for those present to vote the Renuh'l- 
can ticket. He was heartily app'auded
